Long Run Cutting Scrape Being 


Considered by Court Today. 


Hon. John Albertson and His Trusty 


Knife Raised a Rumpus at a Jef- 


ferson Township Gathering. 


The jury in the case of State vs. 


Josephine Pusateri, 
charged with 


cutting with intent to kill and wound 
Joseph Sodaro, wrestled with the evi- 
dence etc., from 10:30 a. m. until 
4:45 p. m., wheu they brought, in a 
verdict of assault and battery. 
The 


penalty following a verdict "of this 
kind is wide. The court can assess 
simply a fine aud costs, ;the fine not 
to exceed 8300. 
A term of imprison- 


ment in the county jail may be 
added, or a term in the Cincinnati 
workhouse. 
Attorney for 
defense 


filed a motion for a new trial. This, 
of course, was formal aud may never 
be aruged, as the defense has evi- 
dently gained about all they ex- 
pected, and in this they have gained 
a great victory. 


The case was in many respects a 


remarkable one. For instance, while 
Joe Sodaro and Bosa Bologna, his 
wife, were the prosecuting witnesses, 
the prosecuting attorney, Mr. Ban- 
non, did not put them on the stand 
to testify. 
They were the persons 


above all who knew of the circum- 
stances of the assavilt and should 
have told their stoi-y. Mrs. Pusdteri, 
the defendant, testified that she was 
quietly passing by the Sodaro stand 
with her son, when Joe Sodaro, with- 
out any provocation, called her a vile 
name and said he would "cut her 
face." 
This she claimed was the 


culmination of a series of insults, and 
that she could stand it no longer, 
and accordingly siezed a knife from 
her son's frnit basket and slashed 
him. The state did not produce any 
evidence to refute this statement- 
did not produce Sodaro or his wife at 
all. 
Attorney Funk, for the dafense, 


claimed in his address to the jury 
that in his twenty-five years' experi- 
nce as a criminal lawyer, he never 
before knew of the prosecuting wit- 
ness failing to take the stand. There 
may have been evidence somewhere 
to have sent Mrs. Pusateri to the 
penitcnitary, but the evidence which 
was actually presented to the jury, 
in the opinion of many, would have 
justified an acquittal. " 


The case of State vs. John Albert- 


son was taken up yesterday after- 
noon. This is the resr.lt of 'an old- 
fashioned picnic held on Long Ran, 
in Jefferson township, a few" weeks 
ago. 
Several hundred of the people 


of that vicinity had gathered in a 
grove near the Munn farm for a day 
of pleasure. Some time during the 
afternoon a free-for-all fight suddenly 
sprung up, as if a part of the pro- 
gram. 
The main participants were 


John Albertson and Alva Gee. 
They 


started the fight. This 
reminded 


several ethers that they were also 
pugilists, and they took a hand. 
Through interference of some cooler 
heads, hostilities ceased after a few 
minutes. 
John Albertson, it seems, 


could not get his boiling blood /set- 
tled down, and he wanted to carve 
Alva Gee with his knife. 
To this 


young Gee did not wish to become a 
party, and he, it appears, attempted 
to leave the grounds, but in doing so 
was passing near where Alberr,son 
was standing, with an old Barlow 
knife in his hand. 
At the sight of 


Gee, Albertson made a pass at. him 
with the knife, making a bad cut 
down the back of Gee. Possibly fifty 
people witnessed the cutting, a half- 
dozen of whom would have been 
sufficient as witnesses in any court to 
have convicted or acquitted of .any 
criminal intent. Yet it was thought 
necessary by the officials and others 
interested to bring thirty-eight — 
men, 
women»and children— in here at 


the expense of the county, all to tell 
practically the 
same 
story. The 


jury empaneled to try the case are: 
Harry Morris, David W. Dayis, H. 
Frank Thompson, John Jones (hat- 
ter), W. C. Draper, Dan White, G. H. 
Heinisch, W. D. Horr, Frank White, 
Will H. Doerr, Frank Legler and 
Charles Anderson.

flagship Olympia, after the surrender 
of the city to the combined naval anc 
military forces of the United States.' 


The other souvenir was "the flag of 


the Spanish, armed transport Cebu 
captured at Manilla, Aug. 11, 1898." 


These flags were 'turned over to the 


chief clerk of the navy department for 
transmission to the naval academy, 
where all euch trophies cf the Ameri- 
can navy, are stored and displayed.

Corbett was taken to 
his room and a doctor summoned. 


Corbett, his manager, George Consi- 


dine, and A! Smith ate lunch together 
in the Gilsey House 
cafe, 
finishing 


about 1 o'clock.

through the lobby and 
in

Broadway entrance met Dave Nugent, 
of the Hawthorne Athletic club, who 
joined them. In one side of the en- 
trance were McCoy, William Gray of 
the Hawthorne Athletic club and six 
other men. They were talking excited- 
ly when Considine saluted Gray and 
Corbett walked up to do likewise. 
Gray, after acknowledging the salute, 
said to Corbett: 


"I don;t think .you want to flght." 
"What's that?" inquired Corbett. 
Gray repeated the remark and Cor- 


bett loudly said that he was ready to 
flght McCoy anywhere and at any time. 


"I'll fight him now and right here on 


the street," said Corbett. 


McCoy, who had been listening, 


stepped up to Corbett as the 
latter 


spoke and knocked off his hat. 


Several of Corbett's friends, wishing 


• no disturbance, held him, and just as 
'they seized him by the arms and shoul- 
ders McCoy delivered a kick at Corbett 
which struck him in the groin. 


Corbett leaned over in pain, unable 


to try to get at McCoy, who, as soon 
as he had kicked Corbetet, ran back 
to the side entrance of the hotel. 


Corbett tried to follow but he could 


not do so, and he wag persuaded to 
go to his room. A doctor was Imme- 
diately summoned. 


A large crowd had gathered at the
